STORY: ACCOUNT 
OF THE RESCUE 


No Panic, Says Woman — 
All Sang as Mountainous 
Waves Pounded Liner, 
Poured Into Cabins. 


PRAISE FOR SKIPPER 
AND LINER’S CREW 


Galley Wrecked in Storm— 
Passengers Had No 
Cooked .Meals While 
Waiting for Lifeboats.

ABOARD THE S8. 8. ATENAS, 
ept. 5—Passengers recued from the 
Morgan Line steamer Dixie gave 
the first available accounts today 
of the scenes on the Dixie when a 
hurricane swept the ship on to 
French Reef Monday night. They 
told of a terrific blow which 
etruck the steamer at 6:30 p. m. 
The tremendous seas washed away 
the rudder and propeller, smashed 
the upper superstructure, flooded 
the cabins, lounge rooms and pas- 
gage ways. 
‘ Even though the Dixie drifted 
helplessly, finally going on the reef, 
the passengers said there was no 
panic because of the discipline 
maintained by the officers and 
crew. 

The passengers donned their life- 
belts with the first alarm. 


Praise for Dixie Skipper. 
‘Those rescued by the boats of the 
Atenas told of the courage and 
calmness displayed by Capt. Einar 


William Sundstrom of the Dixie. Al- 
though he suffered a serious injury 
to one leg, he strove constantly to 
allay the fears of his passengers. 

A typical account of the scene on 
the Dixie was given by Miss Fior- 
ence E. Steiler of San Francisco. 

“Tt started to rain about 10 o’clock 
Monday morning,” she said. “At 
noon the ship started to pitch and 
the storm broke in all its fury about 
8 o’clock. We seemed to be in the 
teeth of the hurricane. At 4:30 the 
storm abated somewhat but it broke 
anew in the next hour with even 
greater intensity. 


“Then came a tremendous jar and 
terrific vibrations. We were all or- 
dered to put on our lifebelts. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the night the 
ship swung from side by side. Iron 
windows and doors crumbled under 
the weight of the heavy seas. The 
water was up to the bunks in the 
cabins. Men were compelled to roll 
up their trousers to their knees 
while women sitting on their bunks 
had to raise their feet as the water 
washed from one side of the state- 
room to the other. 


Cheerful tn Face of Death. 


“The crew lived up to the high- 
est traditions of the sea, especially 
William 8S. Belton, a steward. His 
efforts were untiring in cheering 
up the passengers. 

“There was no hysteria. We all 
Sang. Though we all thought we 
were going down. 

“Because of the destruction of 
the galley, we had no meals after 
Monday luncheon.” 

“The first rescue ship appeared 
on the horizon between 3 and 4 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon, but the 
visibility was so poor that we could 
not make it out. Nevertheless, we 
felt that help was at hand. Just 
before nightfall there were six or 
seven ships approaching and yes- 
terday there were 15 at one time

The Rescue in Lifeboats. 


The rescue of the passengers, be- 
gun late yesterday afternoon, was 
effected through skillful maneuver- 
ing of the vessels standing by. As 
the lifeboat crews made their way 
slowly to the Dixie's side, the res- 
cue vessels kept constantly shifting 
positions to protect the lifeboats 
from the high seas. 

The Atenas, under command cf 
Capt. D. B. Kerr, hove to by the 
Dixie around noon yesterday, but, 
like the other ships standing by, 
was unable to launch lifeboats un- 
til 3 p. m. 


_ The first boat away from the 
Atenas was under the command of 
Chief Officer Service, the next un- 
der Second Officer Burgett. It took 
the two lifeboats an hour to reach 
the Dixie’s side. They were back 
with 20 passengers, mostly women, 
about 5:30 p. m. 

Among the first to reach the 
Atenas were Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Gilman of New York City, both 
badly bruised, but loud in their 
praise of the Dixie’s crew, who, 
they said, had not slept or lessened 
efforts for the passengers since 
Bunday night. 

Miss May Carter of New Orleans 
also praised the crew. She said the 
high seas which constantly broke 
over the Dixie smashed all of the 
upper decks. She was bruised in 
being knocked about her room by 
the waves which swept through the

It 
caused a small blaze, quickly put 
out by the crew. Several persons 
suffered bruises, Not a person was 
hysterical.” 
“There was no hysteria,” said Miss 
Winifred Indge of Montreal. “If any 
of the passengers were frightened, 
they stifled public show of it.” 
The crew of the Dixie was highly 
praised. 

“Tf we could only have felt as 
calm as the Doxie crew acted, ev- 
erything would have been fine,” 
said Mrs. J. G. Fisher of New Or- 
leans. 

Mrs. Lyda L. Sturr of Newark, 
N. J., remarked: “The terrible ex- 
periences of the night at sea have 
been now obliterated by the won- 
derful heroism of the crew. Of 
course, we were paralyzed with fear 
when the lights failed and we were 
ordered to put on lifebelts.” 


The Dixie might not have run 
into the storm if it had sailed on 
schedule, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Rat- 
ner of Sunnyside, L. I. said. A 
train carrying Dixie passengers 
from Western cities to New Or- 
leans, Ratner explained, was de- 
layed 11 hours awaiting repairs to 
a washed-out track. As a result, 
the Dixie left New Orleans seven 
hours behind schedule. 

The rain started at 11 a. m. the 
day of the storm, “but we expected 
it would be over soon,” said Mrs. 
Ratner. “Instead, the winds in- 
creased and the waves rose higher 
and higher. 

“Water flowed into the port holes 
and flooded staterooms, forcing oc- 
cupants of some into the music 
room. It was there that some pas- 
sengers were injured by being 
rolled back and forth on the floor. 
“Members of the crew worked 
marvellously. They entertained us 
with cheerfil lies to minimize our 
danger.” 

In trying to aid another passen- 
ger, Mrs. C. H. Colgin of Browns- 
ville, Tex, suffered a fracture of 
her right hip. 

“T had started to walk across B 
deck to aid an old lady who ap- 
peared to be in distress when the 
craft struck,” said Mrs. Colgin. “I 
was thrown across the deck. My 
right foot struck a door and before 
I could move it, a heavy chair 
struck it from the other side.” 

The Rev. F. A. Wekenman of San 
Diego, Cal. said: “Gentiles, Jews 
and Catholics all prayed alike for 
the officers and crew after the 
Dixie grounded. We knew that if 
there was any chance of being 
saved they were the men who were 
going to accomplish the difficult 
task. The morale of the crew and 
officers gave all of the passengers 
confidence.”

Most of the passengers 
on the Dixie were from the New 
York metropolitan area, homeward- 
bound from vacations. 

A chronological account of the 
stranding of the Dixie and the 
starting of rescue operations fol- 
lows: 

Rain squalis broke in mid-morn- 
ing Monday. At noon the ship 
pitched furiously; the storm was 
breaking in all its fury. In mid-af- 
ternoon there was a slight abate- 
ment, but by 4:40 p. m. the inten- 
sity of the wind was even greater 
than at noon. 

Early in the evening—passengers 
varied as to the hour—gigantic 
waves rolled up by the hurricane 
struck the Dixie almost broadside. 
Iron windows and doors crumbled 
beneath the weight of the walls of 
water. Then the ship hit the reef. 
The first rescue ships arrived Tues- 
day afternoon; others reached the 
scene yesterday. 


Passengers Sing. 

Throughout the night the ship 
pounded on the reef, but the pas- 
sengers remained calm. One group, 
huddled in the main saloon with 
water swirling over the floor, sang 
songs to the accompaniment of an 
accordion, played by one of the 
passengers. 

Long before the first rescue ships 
arrived Tuesday afternoon the 
passengers organized a committee, 
both to aid in keeping order and to 
gather a purse of appreciation for 
the crew. Before the rescue oper- 
ations started, the passengers 
sought to turn over part of the 
purse to the crew, but it was re- 
fused. The committee, however, 
planned to make a public presenta- 
tion at a later date. 

The ring of rescue ships began 
lowering boats into the churning 
sea at 2 p. m. yesterday. The work 
was slow and perilous. A shortage 
of power boats and the fact that 
none of the larger ships was able 
to approach closer than a mile and 
a half to the grounded liner ham- 
pered the work, radio reports said. 
The two cutters and a wrecking 
tug, however, got within half a 
mile of the Dixie. 

Flyer Describes Scene. 
Perils of the rescue work were 
described by Willard K. Brown, who 
flew over the grounded liner. 
“Choppy seas and winds made the 
task difficult,” he said. “As we flew 
over, there were three lifeboats in 
the water carrying passengers: A 
power boat was towing them, but 
all boats had their oars in the wa- 
ter. 
“The boats were bobbing up and 
down like corks in the rough water 
sometimes you could see them, 
sometimes waves hid them. But 
the passengers, apparently unwor- 
ried by the danger, seemed cheerful, 
They waved eagerly at- us.” 
About 12 lifeboats could be seen 
from the plane, Brown said. 
“The passengers were being taken 
off the Dixie's lee side, pulled 
around the bow and out into the 
open a where other ships were 
standing by,” he reported.

Private Yacht Rescues 52. 


A private yacht brought 52 of 
the injured veterans to Miami for 
hospitalization. Among them was 
Top Sergeant P. Pugh of Camp 3. 
/He and 70 others clung to a water 
tank car through Monday night. 
| “Men who have known all the 
‘rough edges of life,” said Pugh, 
“who hadn't thought of God in 
years, prayed that night. I heard 
them muttering prayers as they 
held to the car and tracks, with 
debris pelting their bodies.” 

He told how the hurricane blew 
up the rails at either end of the 
tank car. At the same time, he 
said, the tidal wave rolled in, cov- 
ered the car and carried men who 
were not clinging to it back into 
the mangroves where they were 
battered to death. The men on the 
car continued to cling to it. 

“Then the wind stopped and the 
stars came out, but it was just a 
lull,” he said, “it lasted about 40 
minutes. Then it really started 
blowing.” 

Pugh said he and the others who 
were saved would always remeber 
“good old tank car No. 3390.” 


Toll in Doubt at Rock Harbor. 


Impaired communications still left 
the casualty toll in doubt at Rock 
Harbor, a temporary camp for the 
veterans on Key Largo, where 
by means of shouts across the wa- 
ter rescue workers heard that 75 
were dead. Camp No. 1, on upper 
Matecumbe, was demolished. 

“Storm area appears as if broom 
had swept 40-mile swatch through 
keys,” William Dokey, who flew 
over the area, reported by radio.

Says He Counted 150 Bodies. 


A station master at Isiamorada 
said he counted 150 bodies, but re- 
lief officials believed he included 
veterans dead on Matecumbe keys. 

S. B. Macready, sanitary officer 
of the State Board of Health, re- 
ported today that the rescue situa- 
tion was “pretty well in hand” on 
upper and lower Matecumbe keys. 
He asked the Coast Guard to take 
over the task of moving out bodies 
as they were found, 

W. M. Pepper Jr., editor of the 
Gainesville (Fla.) Sun, who was in 
Cedar Key at the height of the 
storm .there, said the automobile in 
which he sat moved as though it 
was a rocking chair. He said a 
tide that swelled over Main street 
blew itself “into spray like an atom- 
izer.” Roofs blew off and debris 
shot through the streets as he sat 
in the car and watched. 

Four fishermen who were out in 
boats when the storm struck were 
missing. Docks were demolished 
and fishing boats were smashed. 


Bus, 10 in It, Picked Up by Wave. 


A story reaching Miami as to 
how 10 persons on lower Mate- 
cumbe escaped Monday night's 
storm tended to confirm the con- 
tention of some Key residents that 
the hurricane was worse than that 
of 1926. 

Capt. Ed Butters, fisherman and 
guide, his wife and eight guests 
left the Hotel Matecumbe, con- 
crete structure which withstood 
the 1926 and 1928 winds, when plas- 
ter began falling about them. They 
sought refuge in a school bus 
parked at the rear of the building. 
The tidal wave almost wrecked 
the hotel, but the bus, picked up 
by the waters, remained upright. 


The Florida Keys, stretching 90 
miles southwest of the souther- 
most tip of the state, vary in size.

To League of Nations Listing 
Grievances Against Ethiopia 


Violations of Treaties Charged—African State 
Accused of Participating in Slave Trade 
and of Cruelty Toward Prisoners. 


GENEVA, Sept. 6. 
HE tezxt of the Italian memo- 
ieten on Ethiopia, placed be- 
Jore the Council of the League of 
Nations yesterday, follows in part: 


The Italian Government wishes 


to set forth, first of all, the par- 
ticular political and juridical sit- 
uation of Italy in regard to Ethio- 
pia. 

Immediately after the conclusion 
of a treaty, the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment began against Italy a series 
of hostile acts which, always more 
serious, led to armed conflict in 
1895-96, which was concluded with 
a treaty of peace Oct. 26, 1896. 

Notwithstanding this past expe- 
rience, the Italian Government 
resumed its policy of collaboration 
with Ethiopia, necessary for the 
Italian colonies in Eritrea and 
Somaliland, united to Ethiopian re- 
gions by a direct and close rela- 
tionship.

Receive Applicatiorts. 


Monday, Sept. 16, has been set as 
the date for opening Neighborhood 
Gardens, new housing development 


at Seventh, Eighth, Biddle and 


O'Fallon streets, to occupancy. 
Seventy of the 252 apartments will 


be ready for occupancy then, it was 
announced today, and others will be 


opened within a short time. 

The renting office at 1210 North 
Eighth street will be open next 
Monday, when application blanks 
will be obtainable. On that day, 
three furnished apartments will be 
open for inspection. These are for 
exhibition purposes only, to demon- 
strate how inexpensive furniture 
may be attractively placed. 

Inquiries have indicated that 
about 500 applications will be re- 
ceived. No application blanks or 
leases have yet been issued. The 
prospective applicants are of three 
classes — first, those now living in 
the vicinity; second, former resi- 
dents of downtown neighborhoods, 
who moved westward in more pros- 
perous times; third, persons from 
other sections, who wish a location 
near the downtown district to save 
carfare. 

Three types of living units, and 
grades of rental, have been provid- 
ed. There will be 127 efficiency 
apartments, having kitchen, com- 
bination dining and living room, 
bed alcove, bath and balcony. These 
will rent for $18 to $27.50_a month. 
The 125 larger apartments, with 
one or two additional bedrooms, 
will rent for $34.75 to $36.75 a 
month. All rentals will include hot 
and cold water, heat, cooking and 
laundry gas and janitor service for 
halls and laundries. The Gardens 
have play courts and supervision 
for children’s recreation; wading 
pools and sand boxes; and incin- 
erators for garbage and rubbish. 

Rent will be payable twice a 
month in advance. Applications 
must be accompanied by a $10 de- 
posit, which will either be applied 
on rent or returned. The Gardens 
management is trying to get a 
lower interest rate and a length- 
ened maturity on its loan from the 
Federal Government, and if these 
can be obtained, the rents will be 
reduced accordingly. 

Neighborhood Gardens resulted 
from plans of the directors of 
Neighborhood Association, which 
maintains Neighborhood House at 
1000 North Nineteenth street. J. 
A. Wolf, secretary of the associa- 
tion, spent several months in Eu- 
rope in 1932, studying plans, and 
has been in charge of the develop- 
ment of the enterprise. The plan 
was financed with a $640,000 Fed- 
eral loan and local investments of 
$102,000, the total investment being 
$742,000. James Lee Johnson is 
president of Neighborhood Gardens, 
Inc.; James T. Pettus, Samuel 
Plant and Bert H. Lang, vice-pres- 
idents; william TT. Ravenscroft, 
treasurer; Wolf, secretary-manager, 
and George Oliver Carpenter Jr., 
David P. Wohl, Lewis S. Haslam 
and P. John MHoener, directors.

ROOSEVELT VETOES BILL 
‘WITH SOME RELUCTANCE’ 


Rejects Amendments to Grazing 
Land Protection Act; Other 
Measures disapproved.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 5.— 
President Roosevelt “with some re- 
luctance” today vetoed the bill pro 
viding amendments to the Taylor 
Grazing Lands Protection Act. 

The President also disapproved 
four other measures including one 
to provide automatic pay increases 
in the two lower grades of customs 
inspectors and station inspectors. 

Two other bills receiving vetoes 
would provide funds for co-opera- 
tion with the Devil’s Lake and 
White Bird School districts in North 
Dakota for extension of public 
school buildings to be available for 
Indian children. 

The fourth measure would have 
extended the period of time for 
filing suits on war risk insurance. 

In vetoing the grazing bill the 
President cited a recommendation 
against the legislation by Secretary 
Ickes and suggested that “more 
suitable legislation” be passed at 
another session.

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The Will of 
Americas Best Beloved Citizen 


WELVE Days before he took off on his 
fatal last journey a well beloved Ameri- 
can citizen made his will. In doing so he 
made a decision which will cost his chil- 
dren over $500,000 in unnecessary taxes. 
We need not inquire into the reasons for 
his decision but it is instructive to point 
out its effect. 


He left his entire estate to his wife. His 
will created no trust. As a consequence his 
estate will be taxed not only at the present 
time but (if his wife survives him by five 
years) will be taxed a second time upon 
her death. This second tax, 
exceed $500,000 if newspaper estimates of 
the size of his estate are correct, would not 
_be incurred had he left his estate and his

$2,500,000. Since his death took place prior 
to the passage-of the recently enacted 
‘Share The Wealth’’ tax bill, his estate 
will escape the increased taxes provided 
under that act. Nevertheless estate and in- 
heritance taxes will amount to $616,000. 
After the payment of administration ex- 
penses estimated at $100,000, approxi- 
mately $1,884,000 should be left for his 
wife. Upon her death (unless it occurs 
within the next five years) this same estate 
will be taxed a second time. Under the new 
tax law this second tax will amount to 
$503,000 and will be deducted from the 
shares left to his children. 


The will of this famous American consti- 
tutes a graphic illustration of the burden 


of double taxation imposed by existing 
law upon estates which are bequeathed 
outright rather than left in trust.

Waters. At least, I cannot see them from 
the levee. I can see the mud flats of 
East St. Louis, the smoke of Cahokia, 
driftwood and debris, and yellow water. 
But the noble bridge that Pennell glori- 
fied is still there. 
. If you are interested in beauty, permit 
those of us who are a bit sentimental 
about the old river front to invite you 
to join us in admiring one of the few 
spots in St. Louis with a genuine tang 
of the past. The whole sad, droopy-eyed 
river district is a real memorial to an 
interesting and glamorous time. Dingy 
and amiable ghosts walk the alleys of our 
old river front and stalk the beautifully 
decaying buildings. The colors of time 
decorate the walls of those perishing 
warehouses — buildings authentic and 
sometimes very beautiful specimens of a 
gracious era. 

The whole district is a real memorial, 
an authentic survival, a pungent reality. 
They—you—want to destroy it, to erect 
in its place a memorial to a great man 
who is, heaven knows, sufficiently mem- 
orialized as it is. Down will come the old 
buildings and in their places will arise the 
pseudo-modern conceptions of pseudo- 
modern architects. These confections will 
be so arranged that the citizens will have 
an unobstructed view of the said yellow 
water and aforesaid smoke and mud 
flats. 

But the traveling salesmen from the 
East will gape and be impressed with 
our pep. Chambers of commerce will 
puff. Hooverville will move elsewhere 
and reorganize. Several thousand men 
will have temporary employment, a new 
load of debt will be on the people, and a 
new generation of taxpayers will, if they 
are chumps enough, pay for the memorial 
mill by mill in milk-bottle caps. The old 
ghosts will sigh and be at rest. The new 
ghosts of worry and insecurity will chat- 
ter a little more loudly.

NOT ENOUGH FOOD. 


The last few years of depression have seen whole- 
sale destruction of foodstuffs and restriction of pro- 
duction in many parts of the world, In this country, 
the Government has undertaken to regulate the pro- 
duction of wheat, rye, barley, field corn, grain sor- 
ghums, hogs, cattle, rice, peanuts, sugar beets, sugar 
cane and milk, and potatoes were added to the list 
by the last Congress. Little pigs have been killed, 
corn has been burned for fuel, milk dumped into 
creeks. The food surplus bogy has been a terror td 
the producers and the authorities of other countries 
as well. 

Does this mean that everyone has plenty to eat, 
that an unconsumable over-supply of foodstuffs ex- 
ists? The very question is absurd. It has been 
shown again and again that it is not over-production 
but under-consumption that is the problem. The dem- 
onstration is made once more, and in striking fash- 
ion, in a report by two physician members of the 
League of Nations’ health organization, E. Burnet 
and W. R. Aykroyd. 

They put it bluntly: “The amount of food at pres- 
ent produced is enormously less than the amount 
needed to provide all mankind with a satisfactory 
diet.” 

Viewing the world scene from the vantage point of 
Geneva, these scientists find that dietary surveys 
in such countries as India, China, Japan, the Phil- 
ippines, Puerto Rico, etc., show that the people have 
a deficient diet, preponderantly of cereals, lacking 
meats, milk, green vegetables and other important 
foodstuffs. Not only in impoverished regions are 
diets deficient, however. “Even in the most advanced 
countries,” these men say, “there is room for great 
improvement in diet.” 

The report then considers the situation in the Unit- 
ed States. Using Department of Agriculture figures, 
it reaches this conclusion: 


In America at present there is not enough land 
under cultivation, or used for food production, to 
supply the entire population with Diet 4 (a lib- 
eral diet); 335,108,000 acres would be required to 
produce it, whereas, in 1933, only 294,219,000 
acres were cultivated. If the entire population 
were suddenly to demand this liberal diet, there 
would be under-production rather than over- 
production in the American agricultural industry. 


This is what Secretary Wallace meant when he 
said last spring: “If everyone ate as do those peo- 
ple whose incomes are over $5000 a year, farmers 
could use all the land.” Numerous surveys and esti- 
mates have borne out the point. If everyone in the 
United States ate one egg per day, it has been 
shown, an increase of 40 per cent in the number 
of hens would be required. If every citizen had an 
adequate milk diet, 5,000,000 more dairy cattle would 
be necessary; if a liberal milk diet, 11,000,000 more. 
The Bureau of Agricultural Economics and the 
AAA have issued figures showing that an adequate 
diet for every citizen would mean an increase of 22 
per cent in the number of hogs, of 36 per cent in 
poultry, of 75 per cent in dairy cattle, of 112 per cent 
in fruit and grape acreage, of 204 per cent in truck 
crops. Instead, we are restricting production, pay- 
ing for reduced crops, taking land out of use. A 
woeful commentary on our national economic wis- 
dom! 

Unless this potential plenty can be made available 
to the people, the problem will grow greater. While 
efforts are being made to curtail the supply of food- 
stuffs, science is finding means to greater produc-

THE CONCESSION IS CANCELED. 


Development Co., the Delaware corporation in whose 
name Promoter Rickett negotiated an oil concession 
in Ethiopia, is now revealed. It is a subsidiary of 
the Standard Vacuum Oil Co., which, in turn, is 
jointly owned by the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co. and the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. Representatives of 
Standard Vacuum, after conferring with the State 
Department, have decided to cancel the concession, 

Prior to the conference with Secretary Hull, every 
effort had been made to verify the rumor that Rickett 
represented American Standard Oil interests. All of 
the officers and employes of various Standard Oil 
interests reported that they had no knowledge of the 
deal. Now it appears that negotiations with Rickett 
for the Ethiopian concession, as stated by Chairman 
Walden of the Standard Vacuum Oil Co., were begun 
early this year and that the company was fully ad- 
vised of his intentions. 

It appears to us that Rickett and his backers are 
guilty of an act of international mischief-making that 
failed of important consequences only because of 
prompt action in London and Washington. Speedy 
disavowal by the British of any responsibility or in- 
terest in Rickett’s activity was followed by the action 
that has just taken place in Washington. Mussolini 
likewise kept his head and refused to take the melo- 
drama seriously. 

So that perhaps the principal effect the incident 
has had is to inject into the Ethiopian discussion a 
new and surprising angle at a time when the states- 
men of Europe are working furiously to. prevent the 
Italian invasion. To lose precious moments from 
this occupation because of a promoter’s alleged super- 
salesmanship is damage enough. 

Meanwhile, we should like to have it explained 
how private business men could seriously believe: that 
any advantage could have been gained by a conces- 


sion granted under such circumstances.

Europe is now plainly in the first throes 
of another continental war, but to attribute 
this to the Treaty of Versailles and Hitler 
is over-simplification. Hitler and the Nazis 
are undoubtedly products of the treaty, and 
their emergence does restore the politics of 
balance of power in the most dangerous 
form. But that treaty was only the casting 
of accounts for the World War, and the 
War was only an episode in a larger and 
continuous movement. It may even be said 
that had the Treaty of Versailles been a 
“good” treaty, one infused with Wilsonian 
idealism, the subsequent difference would 
have been One of manner and tempo, not 
of direction. Europe would still be on its 
Gadarene course. 

If by some miracle, somie stroke of diplo- 
matic genius or access of social conscience, 
the follies and injustices at the treaty could 
be redressed overnight, the danger of war 
would be lessened but not eliminated. HKu- 
rope would merely be back where it was 
before 1914. The possession and status of 
Ethiopia, Tunis, Persia, Tibet and China 
would still be undetermined, and therefore 
subject to competitive national striving. 
France and Italy would continue to quar- 
rel over Tunis and seek support from oth- 
er Powers, not because either wanted what 
the other possessed in Europe, but because 
both wanted the same thing outside Eu- 
rope. They would strive to divide Europe 
in order to be better fitted to attain cer- 
tain ends in Africa or Asia. In the same 
way, Germany would quarrel with Great 
Britain, France and Italy—first to procure 
colonies and then to procure more. . 

Europe cannot be organized on a basis 
of lasting peace until its relationship to the 
other continents is settled, for this is what 
Europe has been fighting about, threaten- 
ing to fight about or preparing to fight 
about since the middle of the nineteenth 
century. 

Europe cannot or will not confine its re- 
lationship to the other continents to trade, 
and conquest and division of the outer world 
is impracticable, Modern nationalistic Pow- 
ers cannot come to any lasting agreement 
and do not trust each other, and it is of 
the essence of nationalism in an economy of 
world markets that they should not. (For 
reasons peculiar to themselves, Soviet Rus- 
sia and the United States are not discussed 
here in this connection; they introduce 
unique variations.)

How Russian From Peasant 
Class Built the Red Army

Kliment Efremovitch 


Voroshilov, Dynamic 


and Popular Revolutionary, Developed 
Crack Fighting Machine. 


(Copyright, 1935.) 
MOSCOW, Sept. 5.—Short, stocky 


and handsome, with a clipped Hit- | 


ler moustache and piercing grey 
eyes, Kliment Efremovitch Voroshi- 
lov is a typical product of the So- 

iet system. Commissar of Defense 
and Sinieanaitan-in-ehiet of the Red 
army and navy, he is at the same 
time member of the Politbureau of 
the Communist party—Stalin's 
“Cabinet” and the real ruling body 
of the U. S. 8. R. 

Voroshilov, in his 5 feet 4 inches 
of dynamic personality, embodies 
the system that made Generals from 
peasants, sent armies to the civil 
war fronts commanded by civilian 
commissars whose only claim to 
distinction had been underground 
revolutionary work against the 
Czars and finally built up a modern 
fighting force every ome of whose 
higher officers qualified as a par- 
ty member. 

- Voroshilov is the perfect soldier- 
po.itician of the Red hierarchy as 
Stalin—himself an army commissar 
against Denikin and the Poles—is 
the perfect politician-soldier. 
Parallel Careers. 

The careers of the two men paral- 
leled closely. Both came from the 
south of Russia—Stalen from a 
Gecrgian village and ~Voroshilov 
from the Donbas. Members of the 
lowest classes of Russian society— 
Stalin's father was a shoemaker 
and Voroshilov’s was a railroad 
workman—both became Communists 
in early youth. 

Unlike the intellectuals who fled 
abroad after the bloody uprising 
of 1905, both threw in their lot with 
the rank and file of the party, re- 
mained in Russia and _ learned, 
through bitter personal experience 
the rigors of the Czarist jails and 
exile camps, of sudden arrests and 
long-plotted escapes and of the iron 
Bolshevik party discipline through 
which a tiny fraction of the popu- 
lation captured the revolution for 
its own. 

Stalin emerged from that mould- 
ing a “man of steel,’—the English 
meaning of his Russian pseudonym. 
Voroshilov’s character was differ- 
ent. Social, while Stalin was re- 
tiring as a hermit, he loved to fox- 
trot. It was his order that every 
Soviet officer must learn to dance. 

Great Love for Horses. 

Horses he adored. When William 
Christian Bullitt, the first Ambas- 
sador from the United States to 
Soviet Russia, introduced polo to 
the Union, the Red commander was 
delighted. At the first game be- 
tween Russian and American 
teams, he cheered and clapped his 
hands like a schoolboy at his first 
big-league baseball game. 

Meanwhile, his soldiers called 
him by a nickname—“Klim” — and 
shouted out his popularity when he 
cantered past them at Red Square 
reviews. 

To his troops, at least, he was 
the most popular man in Russia. 
Stalin was respected, feared and 
loved by some, perhaps. But it is 
not of record that they ever called 
him “Joe.” 

The skeleton of Voroshilov’s ca- 


reer is that of all the revolutionaries | 


who remained in Russia—a frame- 

work of arrests, exiles and escapes, 

interspersed with party work, fo- 

menting strikes, and an occasional 

secret trip across the frontiers to 

take instructions from the leaders. 
Job in Mine at 7. 

Born in 1881, he went to work at 
7 in the Donbas mines as breaker 
boy. Of peasant stock, like every 
Russian workman of his time, he 
became a farm laborer for a “ku- 
lak” uncle, a shepherd for a local 
landlord and attended, briefly, one 
of the country schools the Russian 
“zemstvos” “were setting up for 
peasants, in the teeth of opposition 
from the squires. 

In 1896 he took his first full- 
fledged job, as a metal worker in a 
factory at Altchevskaya, and, filled 
with the dissatisfaction of the Rus- 
sian industrial worker at his long 


ness, began his revolutionary work. 

From that time on the story of 
his life before the _ revolution is 
sprinkled with the words “arrest- 
ed,” “exiled,” “escaped.” 

In 1899 he led a strike of mould- 
ers and was sentenced to four years’ 
imprisonment. In 1903 he worked 
in Russia’s iron center, Lugansk, 
for a month or two-—and was 
turned out of town by order of the 
authorities. 

In 1905, by then a formal party 
member, he went from place to 
place inciting strikes. It was the 
year of the collapse of the Czarist 
armies in the Japanese War. Un- 
rest was sweeping Russia. At Se- 
vastopol and Kronstadt there were 
navy mutinies. In St. Petersburg 
and Moscow soldiers cleared the 
streets of mobs by gunfire and 
Lenin thought the time ripe for a 
general strike and revolution. 

Meets Lenin and Stalin. 

Caught in Moscow, jailed and 
flogged, Voroshilov was released on 
bail—and jumped the bond to at-

Officers were at a premium and 
those there were proved frequently 
untrustworthy, biding their time to 
sabotage the forces they command- 
ed. Faced with that dilemma, the 
Soviets picked their commissars 
and generals from men who had 
no military knowledge, but who 
would fight and to whom execution 
was a certainty unless the Bolshe- 
viks remained in power. 

Of such was Voroshilov. They 
(handed him the Fifth Ukrainian 
‘army, then the Tenth and finally 
the Fourteenth army, fighting in 
retreat along the Volga against 
the White invasion from the south. 

With Stalin to Poland. 

It was Voroshilov who command- 
ed at the “Red Verdun”—the sleepy 
little river town, Tsaritsin, now 
called Stalingrad—where the tide 


; 


turned. The commissar in charge 
was Stalin, sent out by Lenin to 
stiffen the defense by iron meth- 
ods. Stalin and Voroshilov met 
again and Stalin took the young 
General with him to Poland to or- 
ganize the Soviet’s crack First 
Cavalry Army against Pilsudski. 
From that time on promotion went 
by steady steps. 

In 1919, Voroshilov became a 
member of the Revolutionary War 
Council—with Trotsky at its head. 
In 1921, still politician as well as 
General, he was elected to the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist 
party, and named Commander of 
the North Caucasus. In 1924, he 
took over the Moscow region, prob- 
ably the most important military 
command in the Soviet Union, 

In 1925, when the sickly Mikahil 
Frunze died after a few months in 
the exiled Trotsky’s job, Voroshilov 
was named Defense Commissar. In 
1926, he got the highest accolade 
of Soviet Russia, election to the 
Politbureau.

HEN Artemus Ward died so | 
prematurely, a poet asked: | 
“Is he gone to a land of no | 
laughter, this man that made | 
mirth for us all? To a silence | 
hereafter from the sounds that de- | 
light or appall?” | 

Nobody knows, of course, since | 
we cannot penetrate the mystery | 
that lies behind the veil. But one | 
thinks of the words, remembering 
the centenary of Mark Twain, now 
being celebrated, and wonders 
about it. 

What did Mark ‘Twain think | 
about it? He did not think about 
it at all, apparently, or if he did 
he kept his thoughts to himself. He 
disliked being known as a fugny 
man, though he could not escape it. | 

“Humor,” he said, “is a subject |

which has never had much interest | 
for me. This is why I have never | 
examined it, nor written about it, | 
nor used it as a topic for a speech, 
though often asked to do so.” 

The truth is that Mark Twain) 
thought very deeply, but his nature 
was intensely serious, even melan- 
choly. One of his favorite words 
was “lonesome,” and he felt the 
pitiful broken beauty gf life keen- 
ly. 

The humor of Mark Twain was
